BENCHREST HALL OF FAME 


David Brennan 


The Benchrest Hall of Fame was in- 
troduced in the May-June, 1972 issue of 
THE RIFLE magazine, then the official 
publication of the NBRSA. 

The initial membership was six, all of 
whom had, in the western phrase, ‘‘shot 
their way into The Hall’... . they were, 
in alphabetical order: L. E. ‘‘Red’’ Cor- 
nelison, Tom Gillman, Paul Gottschall, 
Dave Hall, Warren Page, and Ed Shilen. 

The committee appointed to establish 
the credentials for admission to The Hall 
set up a point system so simple, so basic, 
so effective... . that no one has chosen 
to attempt to improve it to this day. Any 
shooter who wins a 100 yard or 200 yard 
National Championship in any of the four 
NBRSA classes (Bench Rest Rifle, Heavy 
Varmint, Light Varmint, or Sporter) earns 
one point. A grand agg winner in one of 
the four classes earns two points, and the 
winner of the three-gun aggregate at the 
Varmint Championships also earns two 
points. A minimum of ten points would 
qualify a shooter for membership in the 
Benchrest Hall of Fame.

Fred. T. Huntington, ‘‘Mr. RCBS’’, has 
a new press that is just the ticket for 
those interested in using conventional 
reloading dies to reload at the range. I've 
noted during the past shooting season 
that a number of benchrest competitors 
are full length resizing between each 
relay, others between yardages. For the 
reloader who likes to use conventional 
resizing, necking and seating dies at the 
range when working with his current pet 
rifle, this little press will do a perfect job. 

Fred has been mixed up in precision 
shooting and equipment for the game a 
lot of years. He was, | think, the first to 
make bullet making dies for home forming 
bullets in any great number and well 
before B&A started making their fine dies. 
RCBS'’s reputation has long been estab- 
lished and Fred is the gent that made 
that reputation. Today, he runs his die 
specialty shop, takes care of all retail 
orders and dealer orders and ships them 
for RCBS along with all parts for dies. 
Wildcat dies can be had from Fred and his 
crew and should, when possible, have 
some sample cases to properly make up 
suitable dies.

with almost two decades experience, can 
take care of all rifle metal work. So 
Huntington Die Specialities is an excel- 
lent source for any special rifle or die work 
that might be required. 

Fred, who turned 70 back in December, 
says that, ‘‘l am still kicking, but not so 
hard as | was a few years back’’. His 
interest in the Die Specialty Shop keeps 
him jumping. As always, he continues to 
find new and better designs to help us do 
a better job of reloading and shooting. 
The Huntington Compact Press was 
designed and patented by Harold Decker. 
Decker designed the press for those 
living in an apartment and do not have 
space for a reloading bench, those that 
desire to reload on the range, for the 
pistol shooter that want a hand tool for 
carbide sizing die use and for those who 
want to take reloading tools along on 
hunting trips in remote areas. 

The press without dies installed is 8% 
inches high, 3 inches wide and 12 inches 
thick excluding the mounting plate. The 
bottom bracket is machined from solid 
bar stock steel. The ram holding the shell 
holder is of Hi-Tensil aluminum alloy. 
Main support rod .311” in diameter as 
well as pins are made to aircraft bolt 
specifications, SAE Grade 5 which offer 
a minimum tensile strength of 122,000 
PSI. Lever arms are of high carbon spring 
steel, C-1095, and heat treated to a 
Rockwell ‘‘C’’ of 45. The two operating

handles are cast and heat treated alu- 
minum alloy 356-TG alloy. Weight of the 
press without die or shell holder is a snit 
over two pounds. At the bottom-rear of 
the press is an extension plate with three 
holes, 3¥2” x 134”, to mount the press on 
a bench or hold it down with a ‘‘C’’ clamp. 
The tool is supplied with accessories for 
priming with both small and large primers. 
Any conventional shell holders made by 
RCBS, Lyman, Pacific, Redding and 
Bonanza and any reloading dies with the 
standard 7/8-14 thread can be used. 
Most problems with full length resizing 
with any press or dies is the result of not 
using the proper case resizing lub, not 
applying the lub properly (from base up 
to shoulder, not ahead of the shoulder 
except with forming wildcats) and very 
lightly on the neck. Inside of necks should 
be brushed out with a brush made for the 
purpose and available from a number of 
makers. The grit inside the fired case will 
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score the expander button and, at the 
very least, grab the neck enough to pull 
neck and shoulder forward. Fred sug- 
gests that a brush, rolled on a slightly 
lubbed pad (not enough to make the neck 
look wet with lube) is a good practice. The 
better the preparation for case sizing, the 
more perfect the results. 

| currently have and have had over the 
years my fair share of reloading presses. 
When | first looked over the Compact | 
doubted this little devil could resize a 
30-06 case except maybe by one of our 
young, strong studs in the benchrest 
game. So, | decided to start off slow. First 
try was with the 222 full length die. Piece 
of cake! By the way, don’t screw the little 
set screw that holds the shell holder all 
the way in, but just enough to keep the 
shell holder in place, thereby allowing the 
shell holder to float some. An allen 
wrench is supplied with the press for this 
set screw. When you unpack the press, 
keep an eye open for a little plastic bag 
which will contain the allen wrench and 
priming pin heads and sleeves. | almost 
dumped mine out! 

Next case tried was the PPC. This too 
was full length resized with no trouble. At 
this point, a big jump was made up to 
30-06. These cases were fired two or 
three times in a Remington 700 with a 
good chamber. Again, with proper case 
lubrication, the twenty cases were sized 
and deprimed without any problem. 
Lastly, a 30-06 case fired but once in the 
typical oversize chamber of a semi-au- 
tomatic was tried. The forces required 
were something more than | found 
comfortable, although the forces seemed 
not to bother the little press at all. 

To be sure, the forces for all the 
resizing was something more than ex- 
perienced with a normal sized reloading 
press. But the only limitation that could 
be found was the greatly oversized case 
and the amount of gas | had left at the end 
of the sizing operation. For anything near 
normal cases, the press did the job just 
great. 

For neck sizing and bullet seating as 
well as priming, the Compact can be 
fastened down with screws or a ‘'C’”’ 
clamp. For full length resizing, the in- 
struction sheet indicates it should be 
done off the bench and used as a hand 
tool. | suspect this is to prevent uneven 
forces being applied on the handles as in 
the case of the greatly oversize -06 case 
and breaking the castings at the base of 
the tool. 

The tool comes with instructions easy 
to follow and use. Price is $49.95. To 
order or for additional information, write 
Fred T. Huntington, P.O. Box 991, 601 
Oro Dam Bivd., Oroville, CA 95965.

Tuning Up Your .308 
For Hunter Rifle Competition 


by Marcy Lyons 


The current trend in hunter rifle com- 
petition is to leave the .308 Winchester 
and go to a wildcat 6mm. Many shooters 
will not cope with the .308s recoil. It’s 
also not a coincidence that the 6mm boys 
have better built hunter rifles. This su- 
periority lies in the action, stock bedding 
and reamer. Many .308 shooters still use 
wood stocks and simply attach a barrel 
(often chrome moly) to an unaccurized 
action and if they use a fibreglass stock, 
they simply drop some bedding com- 
pound in the action area and leave it at 
that. Most often they use ‘‘the good old 
country boy’’ approach and state that 
they can’t afford more sophisticated 
equipment. They usually have a big in- 
vestment in a bass boat but they moan 
and groan that only the rich boys and hot 
shots can win. Let's face it, if you are not 
going to shoot superior equipment in 
hunter rifle competition, then you're 
going to get beat by those who do. 

Many hunter rifle shooters still prefer 
the .308 because of its scoring advantage 
(larger hole), especially at 100 yards and 
less wind drift. However, as stated above 
many of the .308 shooters will not up- 
grade their equipment. To become a 
winner you must put together the best 
rifle possible. Following is a few sug- 
gestions that have worked for many 
shooters. 

Buy a second hand action or use your 
old action, preferably a Remington 700, 
and have it completely accurized. Have 
the action threads checked for 
straightness and straightened if needed. 
Check the guard screw threads in the

action to make sure that the guard 
screws are perpendicular to the action. 
Build up the bolt with chrome plating or 
have installed a barrel band on the bolt 
to tighten it up in the action so it will be 
perfectly centered. Preferably sell your 
old bolt and have a custom bolt installed. 
Have the lugs on the bolt and the inner 
lugs in the action checked for galling and 
have them recut and lapped if necessary. 
Also consider having the outside of the 
action ground so it is perfectly round. It 
may be simpler and less expensive to buy 
a Shilen DGA round repeater action. 

There are a number of good fibreglass 
stocks on the market. However, the 
magazine cut for hunter rifle competition 
often weakens them. They should be 
strengthened before bedding them. You 
can use tubular bedding stocks, either 
with epoxy or aluminum. However, the 
best solution is to glue in a custom 
aluminum block in the stock with cutouts 
in the block for the trigger and magazine. 
Since hunter rifle rules only require that 
the magazine hold two rounds, it is not 
necessary that you drill entirely through 
the aluminum block. This tremendously 
strengthens the stock, especially in the 
action area. Epoxy covers the block and 
the action is bedded normally. 

It is inconceivable that most .308s 
shoot as well as they do with the reamers 
being used. Not only are the neck 
chambers excessively large, but often the 
body chambers are also excessive. An 
excellent Texas shooter had an off-brand 
barrel chambered by the maker. It was so 
large in the body that he could not use a 
Wilson seater because the body had 
bulged out after firing. Demand that your 
gunsmith use a custom reamer with a 
tight neck. Most of this not only applies 
to a .308 hunter rifle but to any other 
benchrest, big bore or silhouette rifle. 

Now that we've solved the rifle prob- 
lem, let's look at other factors in tuning 
up your new rifle or the old one. First have 
a competent gunsmith or knowledgeable 
shooter check the bedding with a dial 
indicator. This has been explained nu- 
merous times but I'll give you a brief

explanation. Use an adjustable magnetic 
indicator stand and attach a dial indicator 
to it. Attach the magnetic base of the 
stand on the bottom of the barrel near the 
front. Then adjust the stand and arm 
holding the indicator so that the button of 
the indicator bears on the bottom of the 
stock near the front end. Then rest the 
butt of the rifle on the floor in a vertical 
position and hold the rifle with your left 
hand, being careful not to touch the 
barrel. Using a tight fitting screwdriver, 
loosen the front guard screw while the 
rear screw remains tightened. All this 
time observe the dial indicator. If the 
indicator moves more than 0.003 then the 
bedding should be checked for a high 
spot. A negative reading often indicates 
that the recoil lug is bottoming out on the 
stock. Then tighten the front screw and 
loosen the rear screw and take a reading. 
There should be almost no movement. If 
the bedding cannot be corrected then 
rebed. One word of caution is that the 
recoil lug must only bear on the rear side 
and the bolt handle must not touch the 
stock. When the guard screws are 
removed, the barreled action should fall 
out easily. Continue to check your 
bedding before each match. Fibreglass 
stocks have been known to warp when 
exposed to extreme temperatures or 
because the fibreglass has not com- 
pletely cured. 

Many heartaches have been caused by 
bad scopes. | use to believe that com- 
plaints about a bad scope were often an 
excuse for bad gun handling and/or 
misreading the conditions. Sadly, this is 
often not so. The manufacturer's desire 
to build a scope at the lowest possible 
price in order to be competitive often 
results in an inferior product. Pat 
McMillen once remarked that he doesn’t 
look for an accurate rifle but for an 
accurate scope! His contention is that 
any competent gunsmith using the right 
components can build an accurate rifle 
but it is often nearly impossible to find an 
accurate scope, i.e., one that will hold its 
point of aim between each shot. 

From personal experience, | have 
found two problem areas with scopes. 
They are loose objective bells and loose 
or mushy click adjustments. A loose 
objective bell, especially in parallax ad- 
justments, can often be tightened by 
using thin Teflon tape on the threads. If 
you have loose click adjustments then 
throw the scope away! 

The easiest way to tell if the front bell 
of the scope is loose is to put the hunter 
rifle scope on your most accurate rifle, 
preferably on an unlimited return to 
battery rig. Go to the range when 
conditions are near perfect. Set your 
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parralax at 100 yards and shoot a group 
at this range. Then set your parralax at 
200 yards and being very careful to center 
your eye in the scope the same, shoot 
another group at the same range. If the 
groups are apart, then something has 
moved when you changed the parralax 
adjustment. Also check your click ad- 
justments by firing groups after moving 
the click adjustments. If there is disparity 
or if a shot goes wildly out, then you 
probably have adjustment problems. 
Many scopes that are good initially often 
turn bad. One scope manufacturer uses 
a thick grease to coat the threads in order 
to tighten them. As the years pass the 
grease dries out and the objective bell 
and/or adjustments become loose. | 
sincerely hope that you can find an 
accurate scope. 

Probably the greatest result of inac- 
curacy with the .308 is bad cases. | am 
not going to bore you with proper case 
preparation but be sure and follow all the 
accuracy steps, i.e., weigh your cases; 
perform neck turning and trimming; flash 
hole champfering; etc. Most important 
- obtain a case checking tool such as the 
one that Creighton Audette sells. Check 
both the heads and case walls of your 
cases. The cases should not have a 
runout of more than 0.003 and preferably 


less than 0.002. Cases made in the 
United States are very inconsistent with 
some lots being all bad. Norma cases 
have proven very consistent. Too bad we 
can’t get Sako cases in .308 as the .220 
Russian cases are near perfect. 

A .308 will shoot almost any powder 
accurately. Recently the Alaska and 
northwestern shooters have had real 
good results with DuPont 4350. Dupont 
3031 and 4064 and Winchester 748 and 
760 are also very good. However, the old 
standby, 4895, has proven hard to beat 
at all ranges and also in all calibers. Part 
of this success is that 4895 seems to be 
accurate in all lots while other powders 
vary wildly between different lots. Also 
4895 is arelatively easy powder to throw 
with a powder measure. The most 
accurate load seems to be between 39.5 
grains to 41 grains of H4895 with the 
Sierra 168 grain International boattail 
bullet. This combination produces be- 
tween 2400 to 2500 fps. In the 1-14 twist 
barrels used with the .308 this produces 
the best accuracy. : 

The last factor to consider is the bullet 
for the .308. | do not use Sierra bullets 
other than the .308 168 grain Interna- 
tional. Its accuracy is without question 
and it will shoot as good or better than 
any custom made .308 bullets. However, 


Sierra has a bad habit of mixing different 
lots in one box. | recently purchased 5000 
of these bullets of the same lot and found 
three different lots in proportions of 45%, 
35% and 20%. The bullets were all 
consistent within each lot. | check this by 
using a Davidson ogive tool which at- 
taches to my vernier caliper. It is simply 
a small round piece of aluminum stock 
with a hole drilled in it to duplicate the 
neck chamber in a rifle. You insert the 
bullet in the hole. The ogive of the bullet 
will then stop against the tool. Then the 
caliper is closed against the base of the 
bullet and a reading is taken. This gives 
you a measurement from the ogive to the 
base. In bullet making, different pointer 
dies or how you adjust the pointer die can 
cause differences in the ogive to base 
measurement. This may not be a major 
factor in accuracy but | prefer to shoot 
bullets made from the same die. 

| may have left out some factors that 
are considered important by other 
shooters. However, if you follow the 
above guidelines you will be competitive 
in hunter rifle competition whether it be 
with a 6mm or .308. Hunter rifle com- 
petition is an easy way for new clubs to 
get started in benchrest competiton. 
Good luck.

The Thompson 1-Step 
Neck Sizing Die 


by 
Jon Leu 


Unlike new cartridge developments, 
new reloading dies tend not to create 
great waves of excitement among 
accuracy-conscious riflemen. More’s the 
pity, for they, too, often reflect a great 
deal of serious and rewarding thought. 
The Thompson 1-Step neck sizing die is 
the result of that sort of thinking. 

The new die is the brainchild of Elmer 
Thompson, a genial gentleman from Ohio 
who enjoys shooting AND taking as much 
of the drudgery as possible out of the 
related processes ... like reloading. 

The Thompson die uses readily 
available interchangeable bushings and, 
in so doing, is actually a modification of 
the presently-available dies of this type. 
The primary difference in the Thompson

1-Step die is that the decapping/ 
knock-out rod is captured within the die 
and spring loaded to automatically eject 
the resized, deprimed case from the die. 

The Thompson 1-Step die is designed 
to be used in conjunction with an arbor 
press. When the ram of the arbor press 
is lowered to press the neck of the case 
into the sizing bushing, a spring located 
below the decapping/knock-out rod is 
compressed. As the ram of the arbor 
press is raised, spring tension forces the 
knock-out rod up, pushing the case out 
of the die. Cases are resized, deprimed, 
and forced out of the die with but a single 
operation of the arbor press. 

Most arbor presses are fitted with a 
smooth-faced ram, and the Thompson

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1-Step die can be used with presses of 
this type. However, since the case is 
deprimed as it is being forced into the 
sizing bushing, it is necessary to position 
the die so that the ram face does not 
cover the primer pocket. As all of the 
pressure needed for resizing, decapping, 
and compression of the ejector spring is 
being applied to less than 50 per cent of 
the case head, there is the possibility of 
an alignment problem. This can be cor- 
rected quite easily by milling a notch or 
drilling a hole in the face of the ram to 
accept the fired primer. The ram can also 
be fitted with a special cap as shown in 
the photograph. Any of these methods 
will allow pressure to be applied equally 
to the base of the cartridge case as it is 
forced into the sizing bushing. 

The die body, base, and decapping rod 
are manufactured of aluminum and well 
machined. Early versions of the die were 
fitted with an allen head screw for ad- 
justment of the ejector spring tension, but 
plans are to change this to a slotted 
screw. The dies are being manufactured 
in all popular benchrest calibers from 222 
Remington through the 308 Winchester. 

For shooters who already own the 
Jones neck sizing die, the base and 
ejector spring of the Thompson 1-Step

| was looking through some old corre- 
spondence, looking for a fellow gun- 
smith’s address, when | came across the 
enclosed photos: from the late Dr. Rod 
Janson, who you will recall was one of the 
great pioneers of benchrest in the 
Northwest, and an early President of the 
NBRSA. 

These photos are of barrels that were 
sold before August of 1959, as MATCH 
barrels by the barrel makers of the day.

Mr. H. L. Culver

Mr. H. L. Culver, one of the truly 
inovative ‘‘old-timers’’ still active is 
known to virtually all benchrest shooters 
for the micrometer type powder measure 
insert he makes to fit the Lyman 55 
powder measure. However, this device is 
really only the tip of the iceberg. As a 
benchrest shooter for over thirty years 
and a master machinist for something like 
fifty years or more, a few of his creations 
include the flashhole deburring tool; a tool 
for cutting primer pockets to a uniform 
depth; a primer seater employing a 
positive stop — thus yielding a uniform 
seating depth; a substantial number of 
cartridge modifications and, many sets of 
match bullet dies in .22 cal., 6mm, .25 cal. 
and .308 cal. of his own bullet design. 


PS — Where and when was the first rifle 
match you attended, and, what equip- 
ment was being used? 


HLC — Well, | think the first one was in 
1950 at York, Pa, and later that year at 
DuBois, Pa. They didn’t have benches at 
York, but shot in the prone position. | 
didn’t shoot; just went to watch. The next 
year was when the bug bit me and | 
started getting into benchrest shooting. 
The first benchrest rifle | had was a .219 
Wasp. It had a Mauser action with a plate 
welded in the bottom. | did the metalwork 
and Bill Humphrey made the stock from 


HLC bullet dies .25 cal. | believe. 
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English Walnut. He called it the paddle 
because it was so wide. The fella who has 
the rifle today has the barrel turned down 
and uses it for a crow gun. It still shoots 
that well. Mauser and Model 70 actions 
were what most of the shooters used 
about that time. One fella used to screw 
a heavy barrel into a Model 70 receiver 
and use it in a benchrest stock in the 
summer, and then put it back together as 
a hunting rifle in the winter. He got double 
duty out of that one. Factory bullets were 
used and most people shot the .219 
Donaldson Wasp, .25 Donaldson or .220 
Swift — at least until the .222 Remington 
came along. | had a bumperjack with a 
plate welded on the top. I’d bolt my 
loading press to that and jack it up part 
way under the rear bumper. You could 
see a little bit of everything those days 
and it seemed like everybody had a 
different idea about loading. Around the 
range it looked like a circus came to town 
with all the colored beach umbrellas, as 
they didn't have the square canopies like 
today. At DuBois, they had an open shed 
where they hung the targets before 
measuring. One time | was standing there 
when a man came along with a little boy. 
“Look at this one, daddy’, said the boy 
as he stuck his finger through the hole 
opening it up quite a bit. That fella got him 
out of there right quick. Another day 
there, | walked by a man loading am- 
munition who thought his chamber 
wasn't in line with the bore. Seems a 
round he'd just finished would be en- 


graved by the lands on one side of the 
bullet, but not the other. Another round 
would engrave evenly all the way around. 
There wasn’t anything wrong with his 
chamber; that’s when | started turning all 
my case necks. 


PS — You made a small number (about 
21 in all) of single-shot benchrest re- 
ceivers in a time period from the early 50’s 
to the eary 60's — steel round (1.400’D 
X 8’L) and steel flat-bottom (1.75’W X 
8.25’L) types which by today’s standards 
are about the size of some custom Heavy 
Varmint receivers; a larger (1.75” X 15’) 
steel round type and a single aluminum 
receiver also about varmint rifle size 
though a little larger in diameter than 
most. What got you started making these 
receivers, how many of each were made 
and what about that one of aluminum? 


HLC — | wanted a stiffer receiver with 
more bedding area. The small round 
receivers were the first | made. | still had 
bedding problems with them. | got fed up 
and made those with flat bottoms. Ac- 
tually, | had some of the same bedding 
problems with the large round ones | later 
made — even in laminated wood stocks. 
So, | decided to bed them in 2-inch square 
aluminum blocks with Devcon and that 
put a stop to the bedding problems. | 
made about 8 or 10 of the small round 
ones in 1953-54 and two of the flat- 
bottom types in 1956. | later made two 
more with flat bottoms — interchange- 
able with the first two. Omar Rinehart got 
the first large round receiver | made in 
1959 or 1960. Then | made the one 
you've got (author's unlimited class 
sandbag rifle). | later made four more 
large round receivers and they were the 
last from steel. The round aluminum 
receiver | made about 1961 just to see if

| could get good strength with less 
weight. | shot the smallest 5-shot group 
I've ever fired in a match using that 
receiver in a 10%2-Ib. gun with what was 
supposed to be a worn out barrel that I'd 
reworked. 


PS — The Culver powder measure insert 
has essentially become the standard by 
which others are judged. How many have 
you made and how long does it take to 
make them? 


HLC — | started making the inserts in 
1953. The first one | sold was to Bob Hart 
and the second one | made went to Col. 
Whelan. It was on one of the old Ideal cast 
iron measures and that’s the one he 
wrote up in his book. | began making the 
insert because it is repetative and allows 
easy change of loads and powders 
without weighing except for intitial cal-

ibration. But, so many charts have been 
made by shooters over the years, there's 
little need for calibration except for anew 
powder lot or a new powder. To make 
one insert would take over two days, but 
| make them one piece at a time, sort of 
production, and then assemble the lot, so 
it takes less time. | don’t know for sure 
how many I’ve made — over 500! guess. 
(As nearly as can be determined, a total 
of about 700 inserts made to date would 
be a reasonable estimate. Except for the 
last 100 which are still being assembled, 
they were never numbered or serialized. 
This last lot is numbered 1 through 100. 
Numbers 1,2 and 100 as well as some 
others are already gone — author.) 


PS — You’ve done as well or better than 
most using the .308 in the Unlimited 
Class. Do you remember how the .308 
got started and when you began using it? 


HLC jacket boring lathe. 20 years old. Will bore concentric to .0001” 
or less. 


HLC — The first time | remember a .308 
being shot in benchrest with any success 
was by a fella from New England, Bruno 
Boroszewski, in 1960. | started using it a 
couple of years later shooting my own 
bullets. In 1964, | won the Nationals at 
Tulsa with a .308 and there were several 
being shot. 


PS — You've experimented with a 
number of cartridge variations; flash- 
tubes, small primers in cases originally 
using large primers, shoulder angle 
changes, shorter case bodies, etc. At 
least one of these you designed, the 22 
Dart, worked very well in matches. How 
did these variations and other older 
cartridges compare with benchrest car- 
tridges used today? 


HLC — Well, there’s some of the old 
cartridges that are just as good as far as 
15 


I’m concerned — such as the .219 Don- 
aldson and the Dart. There’s others of 
course which didn’t do so well. The 
flashtubes, for example, shot well for me 
at 200 yards, but didn’t do well at 100. | 
got around to shortening the tubes, but 
didn’t pursue them any farther. Like Mike 
Walker said in Precision Shootng re- 
cently, the .219 would be right up there 
if you could get the right primers. When 
the .219 was in in its heyday Winchester 
made the 115 primer which almost 
everyone used until they stopped making 
it. Then most went to the first Federals, 
but the Wasp didn’t shoot as well after 
that. 

PS — Two of the most recent and 
significant improvements in benchrest 
components are good bullet jackets and 
higher powered, lightweight scopes. 
Where do you think there is still the 
greatest need for improvement in our 
game? Where are we still missing the 
boat? 

HLC — It’s been conclusively proven that 
good jackets are a must for good groups, 
and, high-powered scopes let us see 
more. We're also getting what appear to 
be some better (or at least more different) 
powders than used to be available. We 
have more to play with. But, Rick 
Hornbeck’s article in the last issue of 
Precision Shooting shows to me that 


there’s a need for improvement in our 
primers. 


He set a 10 shot 200 yard world record 
(.4016”) at DuBois, Pa. in 1956; won the 
NBRSA Unlimited Class Nationals in 
1961 shooting a .222 and again in 1964 
with a .308; and has an untallied number 
of range and grand aggregate wins to his 
credit. Last December shortly before this 
interview was undertaken, Mr. Culver 
spent his 80th birthday (and several other 
days as well) most of the way up the side 
of a mountain in West Virginia hunting 
deer — no paper shooting and dam'n 
little gunsmithing done during hunting 
season. 


PS — A little earlier, you mentioned a 
supposedly worn out barrel that you'd 
reconditioned and were able to make 
shoot well again. What work was nec- 
essary to bring it back? How many times 
can one be set back? 


HLC — It was a .22 barrel that I'd re- 
placed for a fella which was still fairly 
long. The back end was badly worn by the 
cleaning rod. So, | slugged and lapped it, 
cut about an inch off the muzzle and quite 
a bit more off the breach end. It finished 
at about 20” and | rechambered it for 
.223-35. A barrel can be set back as many 
times as it is still usable, but sometimes 


you don’t know for sure until it’s done and 
you shoot it again. 


PS — You mentioned lapping. How do 
you make a lap? 


HLC — | usually turn it from a 
through-drilled piece of brass to a size to 
fit the groove diameter of the barrel. | cut 
off a small piece of the barrel to be lapped 
and finish one end to a sharp edge. The 
brass piece is then slotted length-wise 
and pressed through the piece of barrel 
and worked until it will pass smoothly. 
Then it can be mounted on a rod with a 
small nut on the end. Tightening the nut 
causes the lap to expand in diameter and 
it can be adjusted to get the proper 
pressure on the bore during the lapping 
process. One barrel | lapped out for Omar 
Rinehart at Staunton (Va.) was tight at 
the front end and loose at the back. When 
| got through with it, it was smooth all the 
way through and then he beat me with it 
for the aggregate. | gave him the lap after 
I'd finished with it and the last time | saw 
him, he still had it. It’s about like Allie 
Euber using JB to clean his barrels. If it’s 
done right, it shouldn’t hurt ‘em. Hell yes, 
using JB on a patch, you’d about work 
yourself to death before you hurt the 
thing as long as you keep the rod off the 
bore. 

PS — Mr. C. E. Harris wrote an article

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that appeared in the Feb. 1983 issue of 
the AMERICAN RIFLEMAN where he 
made mention of barrel twist uniformity 
being significant in obtaining superior 
accuracy. What do you think about this 
consideration in button versus cut rifled 
barrels? 


HLC — Twist uniformity is certainly 
important. In button rifling, if the button 
isn't mated to the rod and driven, or, it 
isn't ground correctly where it floats on 
the rod, it may run off, but still gives a 
good surface finish. In cut rifling with a 
sine bar or the newer hydraulic machines, 
they shouldn't run off but the surface is 
generally not as smooth. Johnson Au- 
tomatics made barrels at one time with a 
gain twist. | had one and several others 
did, and they all seemed to shoot well. 
But, with a gain twist it’s about impos- 
sible to lap the finished barrel. Douglas 
said years ago when he was still alive that 
he had to fasten the button to the rod and 
drive it on some of the 7mm’s and 
6.5mm’s in order to get an 8-9 - inch twist. 
So, why wouldn't a floating button run out 
or vary a little even at a slower twist? 
After all, you have variations in bore size 
and hardness to contend with in addition 
to how well the button works, but the rod 
with the cutter can wrap up too. | don’t 
know which is best. It’s hard to say. It 
probably has a lot to do with the individual 
blank. I’ve had a lot of both that shot well. 
A man by the name of Day, | think, made 
a machine that combined drilling, reaming 
and rifling in one machine. | believe he 
sold out to Garrott and that’s where the 
barrel came from that John Eaton used 
(15” twist .308) when he won both 
NBRSA and IBS Unlimited Class 
Championships in one year. Those were 
cut barrels too. But, | don’t know how he 
set the machine up to cut different twist 
rates, and, | don’t know who has the 
machine now. He made some good 
barrels though.

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PS — In making match bullets, hard 
jackets will often split and fold, and, soft 
jackets may collapse or wrinkle. What 
have you run into along these lines? 


HLC — Good jackets are hard to make. 
It takes a good machine and good dies to 
get them right. Years ago the jackets we 
got ran out awfully bad sometimes, so 
that’s when | built the little jacket boring 
lathe | have. It will cut to about a tenth 
(.0001” concentricity) and the bullets 
made from the bored jackets shoot well. 
Finished jacket hardness has a lot to do 
with how many draws (or how much the 
material is drawn) you make on them — 
how much the material is work hardened. 
On some old .30 jackets | have, the jacket 
may fold when the point is formed, where 
it wasn’t a problem when they were new. 
The material apparently hardened with 
age. I’ve taken some out of the lots that 
would fold and annealed them. That put 
a stop to the folding. Ralph Stolle had 
some pretty bullets one time made with 


jackets he’d heated until they turned 
silver (approximately 450° F.). He called 
those his hi-yo silver bullets. They formed 
well and they shot good too. 


PS — Your bullet dies work a little dif- 
ferently than some other designs in that 
no harness is used for ejection. Using the 
accompanying photograph of the .308 
dies as a guide, tell us how they work. 


HLC — They're pretty simple. The die on 
the left is for core swaging. When that 
operation is finished, the spring-loaded 
top punch (next to left) and the core - 
seating die are used to form the boattail 
(or flat base with a flat base die) on the 
jacket. Now, on 6mm and .22 bullets this 
intermediate step isn’t necessary be- 
cause | make one die that seats the core 
and forms the bottom of the jacket in one 
operation. Third from the left is the core 
seating die and on the far right is the 
pointing die. These dies use a cross pin 
and piston in the ram to get the lost 
motion and ejection functions.

Carter is the fellow who is largely re- 
sponsible for the incredible rejuvenation 
of the NRA during the past five years.

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Before he seized the helm in 1977, the 
grand old organization was showing its 
age. Membership had declined to about 
940,000, the leadership was seriously 
contemplating abandoning its strong 
defense of the right to bear arms. It had 
launched plans to leave Washington and 
become an umbrella organization for 
outdoor recreation headquartered in 
Colorado Springs. Mail wasn’t answered, 
the magazines were lackluster, only a few 
thousand clubs were still affiliated with 
NRA, and a mood of gloom pervaded the 
halls. 

Carter turned the NRA around. 

Membership is over 2,500,000 and 
growing. The Gun Lobby, led by the 
Institute for Legislative Action (ILA) which 
he founded in 1975, is stronger than ever 
as demonstrated by the resounding 
whipping dealt proponents of Proposition

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found anywhere. It would be hard to fault 
Carter’s administration of the NRA. He is 
a dynamic, hardcharging leader who gets 
results. 

The rank and file of the NRA applaude 
Carter’s actions, and have given him their 
approval in the form of an election to the 
post of Executive Vice President for a 
term of five years. He is, without ques- 
tion, the single most popular man in NRA. 

How then can there be a serious threat 
to his continued stewardship of NRA? 

A genuine threat exists because of the 
restrictions on who may vote, and when, 
on revisions of By-Laws and other such 
issues. The only time such items are 
addressed is at the annual convention. 
The only people entitled to vote are Life 
Members, and Annual Members who 
have paid their dues for five consecutive 
years immediately preceding the annual 
meeting of members.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


There are anumber of topics that | wish 
to touch on this month, so this particular 
message finds no central theme and | beg 
your indulgence to read through it. 

First, the IBS Tentative match 
schedules are included in this issue of the 
magazine for your planning purposes. 
Bear in mind that these are the tentative 
schedules and will remain tentative until 
match contracts are signed and conflict 
dates are resolved. It should be noted 
that the 1983 schedule shows an im- 
provement over the 1982 schedule in that 
the matches are spread out over a longer 
time period. This should help improve the 
average overall attendance. | think it is 
also appropriate to mention here that 
word has it that Pine Tree has the 
problems worked out that were experi- 
enced at the 1981 Nationals. | would 
encourage all of the shooters to continue 
their support of the club where our sport 
had some of its beginning days. 

Second, one of my primary goals as 
IBS President is to improve the un- 
derstanding of Benchrest among the 
shooting world in general.

Howie. 

Fourth, the arrangements for the 1983 
Annual Meeting should be made prior to 
mid-summer such that the shooters can 
have enough time to make arrangements 
to attend. The meeting will be held in 
mid-January 1984. Currently, the plan is 
to have the meeting in the Elmira- 
Corning, New York area.

Malsby, Morris Step Down 
From NBRSA Positions 


In the month of February, two expe- 
rienced NBRSA position holders stepped 
down from their respective positions. 

J. ©. “Sonny” Malsby vacated the 
position of Records Committee Chair- 
man, after a tenure of several years at 
that helm. His capable work in a de- 
manding and exacting position is 
gratefully acknowledged by our organi- 
zation, and we wish him well in his 
“retirement’’ from the measuring duties. 

NBRSA President Tom Metzger an- 
nounced that he has appointed Francis 
Broussard, a top-level competitive 
shooter from Louisiana to fill the position 
of NBRSA Records Committee Chair- 
man, effective immediately. In an at- 
tached ‘‘Letter to the Editor’, Francis 
Broussard brings us up to date on current 
procedures and practices of that com- 
mittee. We wish the gentleman well in his 
new position, which should be capably 
handled by the soft-spoken, well-liked 
fellow from Cajun Country. 

Alas, not all personnel replacements in 
1983 were fated to go so smoothly. Bob 
Morris, the NBRSA Editor, moving from 
Colorado to a new job in Washington, 
D.C., has submitted his resignation to 
NBRSA, citing the press of an extremely 
heavy workload, as well as the necessity 
of business-related travel in his new 
duties. In the course of his move, all 
unpublished match reports were lost, and 
they have not turned up to date, over a 
month later. This was the cause of no 
match reports appearing in the NBRSA 
section for the March issue. 

NBRSA President, Tom Metzger, has 
announced the appointment of David 
Brennan, the editor of PRECISION 
SHOOTING magazine, to also function 
as NBRSA editor. 

Unlike Broussard, a top-level shooter,

about the Titanic... . the boat is sinking 
relentlessly into the icy sea, there are not 
enough lifeboats, and the passengers, 
facing certain death, are gathered on the 
fore-deck, singing ‘‘Nearer My God To 
Thee’? No connection, mind you, 
somehow that thought just crossed my 
mind; no connection. But that song does 
keep re-occurring to me.” 

Both Broussard and Brennan have 
statements printed in the NBRSA section 
this month. American jurisprudence has 
long recognized the right of the con- 
demned to make a statement in their own 
behalf.

1981 (Same gun used for 10% and 13% pound class). Brackney gunsmithed, 
sleeved Model No. 700, McMillan stock and barrel, with Leupold 36 power 
scope. 


1982 Same 10% pounder as used in 1981.

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Dear Dave: 

The following is a brief description 
concerning the submitting of targets for 
possible world records. 

The targets and backers should be 
verified and signed by the range officer 
and at least one referee, (Pg. 10-11 rule 
book no. 24). The targets and backers 
should be sent along with two registra- 
tion cards to the Regional Director. It is 
the Regional Director’s job to forward the 
needed information to the Records 
Committee Chairman. One thing that 
should be noted at this time, is something 
J. C. Malsby learned after heading the 
Records Committee for four years. His 
point is that targets should be measured 
by the Regional Directors before they are 
presented for consideration for a record. 
If the director does not measure the 
targets under the record, he does not 
submit the targets to the measuring 
committee. Please keep in mind‘ the 
above mentioned procedure (Malsby’s) is 
not in the rule book but is only food for 
thought and might be one way to save 
time and streamline the system. 

Once all the needed information is 
received by the Records Committee 
Chairman, he will then forward them to 
directors of three regions other than the 
one in which they were fired. One mis- 
conception is that the targets are 
measured only by regional directors, but 
the rule book says they (targets) will be 
measured by persons selected by such 
Regional Directors. Once measured the 
measurements will be returned to the 
chairman and he will then take an average 
of .001 on individual groups and .0001 on 
aggregates. If the measurments hold up 
there is a new world record. 

One very important thing about the 
above procedure is that if the targets are 
not sent to the Regional Driector in a 
timely fashion then we are already behind 
in time. | know of one incidence in 1982 
of targets sitting on someone's floor (his 
office) for almost two months before 
being sent to the Regional Director. The 
person in charge of the targets (from 
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range) only did this after being called by 
the shooter who shot the possible record 
after he found out the targets had never 
made it to the Regional Director. Any 
shooter should take as active a roll as he 
or she can to make sure everything is 
done right and as soon as possible. 

In November, 1976 there was a Hunter 
Class Rifle Committee that made sug- 
gestions to the NBRSA. One of these 
suggestions was for a scoring device for 
Hunter Class. 

At this time the home office NBRSA is 
out of these but it should be noted Bob 
Pease does have a limited supply of this 
type scoring device available. Any club 
not already using this type of device is 
encouraged to do so and can contact Mr. 
Pease about this. 

Anyone wanting a more complete start 
to finish explanation of the entire 
procedure should look in P.S. Magazine 
April 1982 for an article by J. C. Malsby. 
This article does a very good job of telling 
you what happens to a set of targets from 


the time they are shot to the time they 
become world records. 
| have contacted Federal Cartridge 
Corporation about their world record 
patches. If a shooter uses any Federal 
components to establish a world record 
(single group, yardage aggregate, or 
Grand aggregate) he should forward a 
copy of registration card and a copy of 
world record certificate to the following 
person and address:
